Letter: Col. Turney's Regiment, Winchester, Va. July 9, 1861 
Dear Sir: On Tuesday, the Ist inst., about 12 o'clock, we ; 
were all surprised at the cry 'fall in, forma line,’ After some in~ 


quiry we were informed that we had to march to Martinsburg, where the 
enemy were collecting in large numbers, After getting upon the pike, 
we were halted, where we stood till 4 otclock, waiting for the artil- 
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lery to come up, when we were again ordered forward, marching twelve 
miles by 8 o'clock, when we turned into a woods. All being tired, we 
spread our blankets on the ground and dropped down upon them to sleep. 
About 12 o'clock we were again called into line, and moved forward 
two or three miles. We again halted in the road to await the ap- 
proach of day. The morning soon arrived and we moved forward a short 
distance, where we again turned into a woods lot for breakfast and 
to wait for the main body of the army, which came up’ soon. After 

sun about 8 o'clock, 800 of our men who had been holding the Yankees 
at bay at Hartinsburg, came up after receiving the third order to re- 
treat. They notified us that they were closely pursued py Gen, Pat- 
tergon's division; we were soon drawn up in a line of battle to meet 
them - fortunately for them they did not advance upon us. Thursday 
morning at an early hour we were aroused from our beds to prepare for 
the advancing enemy, The boys stood in silence waiting with breath- 
less anxiety the orders to begin hostilities, The alarm was false, 
caused by the accidental discharge of the gun of one of the outposts. 
On Saturday morning we were again called into line; after double 
quicking for a short distance we halted - every man was ordered to 
keep his place in the line. We thought that we would certainly have 
the pleasure of meeting the enemy on that occasion. All the boys 
Were soon marched back to our former position, where we learned that 
the enemy had endeavored to outflank us and get to Winchester. When 
they found that we were marching out to meet them, they beat a quick 
retreat. On Sunday morning we marched back to this place, Gen.John- 
son having challenged them three times for a fight. During the week 
we experienced some of the hardships of a soldier's life. - They 
were met without a murmur. The fight at Martinsburg was between 800 
Confederate and 4,000 Federal troops - the enemy having between 300 
and 400 killed and wounded; our men two killed and several wounded. 
During the past week there has peen very near 100 of the enemy taken 
prisoners, There is very little sickness in our company now.
